The  calculations  as  to  Births,  Deaths,  and  Sickness  are 
based  on  a  population  of  15,689  (census  1901). 
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BIRTHS. 

The  Births  in  the  year  were  352,  giving  a  rate  of  22  436 
per  thousand  population.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  352  Children  were  born,  of  whom  20  died 
under  one  year,  giving  an  Infant  Death  Rate  of  56  818. 

The  rate  in  1902  was  72  463. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  Death  Rate  per  1,000  from  Zymotic  Diseases  is  -701. 

This  rate  is  calculated  upon  the  deaths  from  the  seven 
principal  Zymotics  only.  These  are  :  Small-pox,  Measles, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  (including  Membranous  Croup), 
Whooping  Cough,  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea.

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SICKNESS. 

Under  the  “Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act”  37 
cases  were  reported  to  me.

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SCARLET  FEVER. 

Twenty-one  cases  reported,  in  comparison  with  79  last 
year,  and  141  the  year  previous.  There  were  no  deaths 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

There  were  no  cases. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Twelve  cases  were  notified,  5  occurring  in  the  Long 
Ashton  District,  4  in  the  St.  George’s  District,  and  2  in  the 
Yatton  District.  There  were  three  deaths. 

The  cases  were  isolated  ones,  and  had  nothing  to  do  with 
one  another. 


SMALL-POX. 

None. 


MEASLES. 

This  disease  is  not  included  in  the  notifiable  diseases  in 
this  district. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  five  deaths  from  this  disease. 


HEART  DISEASE. 

There  were  29  deaths  from  this  disease,  12  between  25 
and  65,  and  17  over  65. 


LUNG  DISEASE. 

Bronchitis,  pneumonia,  and  pleurisy,  20  died — 14  from 
bronchitis,  5  from  pneumonia,  and  1  from  pleurisy. 
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INFLUENZA. 


There  were  no  deaths  during  the  year. 


PHTHISIS. 

Fifteen  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease.  In  my 
previous  Reports  I  have  mentioned  the  causes  of  the  spread  of 
this  disease,  and  the  general  precautions  to  lie  observed  in  its 
prevention. 


CAUSES  AFFECTING  THE  HEALTH  OF  THE 

DISTRICT. 

1st — Insufficient  water  supply  in  some  places. 

2nd— Inattention  to  cesspits  and  drains. 

3rd — Want  of  fire-places  in  bedrooms  for  warmth  in  sick¬ 
ness,  and  for  ventilation  at  all  times. 

4th — Over-crowding. — There  are  not  enough  cottages  for 
the  working  classes. 

5th — The  difficulty  arising  in  country  districts  from  the 
scarcity  of  proper  nursing,  from  ignorance  of  the  use  of  proper 
disinfectants,  and  from  the  general  indisposition  on  the  part  of 
the  people  to  avail  themselves  of  Public  Institutions. 

6th — The  impossibility  of  isolating  the  patients  and  the 
difficulty  of  disinfecting  and  properly  carrying  out  sanitary 
measures  in  crowded  cottages. 

7th — More  than  all,  the  reckless  way  in  which  parents 
allow  children  recovering  from  infectious  disease  to  return  to 
school  or  play  with  healthy  children. 


WORK  DONE. 

I  lie  advice  given  and  measures  taken  have  been  directed 
to  the  removal  or  abatement  of  the  evils  which  I  have 
mentioned. 
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In  infectious  cases,  isolation  and  disinfection  were  carried 
out  as  far  as  the  means  at  our  disposal  allowed. 

This  consisted  in  the  burning  of  sulphur  (sulphur  dioxide) 
in  closed  rooms,  in  cleansing  the  walls  and  ceilings,  boiling  all 
clothing  that  admitted  of  it,  and  in  burning  what  cannot  be 
treated  with  sulphur  or  boiled. 

The  distribution  of  disinfectants  supplied  to  the  Inspector 
by  the  Council. 

Arrangements  are  still  in  force  with  the  Bristol  Sanitary 
Authorities  for  the  removal  to  their  Hospitals  at  Ham  Green 
and  The  Novels  of  infectious  cases  occurring  in  certain 
Parishes  in  the  District. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  12  beds  near  the  Work- 
house.  It  has  not  been  used  for  several  years. 


INDUSTRIES. 

At  Winford  there  are  Mines  for  raising  Iron  Ore  and  Ochre. 
I  can  trace  no  illness  arising  from  the  use  of  the  drinking 
water  of  that  part  of  the  District. 

There  are  Coal  Mines  at  Ashton,  also  a  Steam  Laundry. 

There  is  no  important  industry,  other  than  Agriculture, 
carried  on  in  the  rural  villages. 

At  Pill  a  large  portion  of  the  inhabitants  is  engaged  in  a 
seafaring  life.

THE  ASHTON  BROOK. 

The  amended  plan  for  dealing  with  this  nuisance  has  been 
sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  their  approval,  and 
authority  to  carry  out  the  work. 


THE  PARISH  OF  YATTON. 

Yatton  has  not  suffered  so  much  from  want  of  water 
during  the  last  12  months,  owing  to  the  excessive  rainfall. 
Failing  to  obtain  satisfactory  terms  from  the  Bristol  Water 
Company,  the  District  Council  has  instructed  their  Engineer, 
Mr.  A.  P.  I.  Cotterell,  to  prepare  a  report  with  a  view  to 
obtaining  a  permanent  local  supply  from  “  Holywell,”  which 
report  has  been  received,  and  the  Council  are  new  in 
negotiations  with  reference  to  acquiring  the  land  for  the 
purpose  of  sinking  such  well. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  Water  Supply  of  the 
District  during  the  past  year.  A  considerable  part  of  it  is 
supplied  by  the  Bristol,  Portishead,  and  Clevedon  Water 
Companies. 

Mr.  Thatcher,  of  the  Nailsea  Heath  Brewery,  still  con¬ 
tinues  to  supply  part  of  Nailsea  gratuitously  with  splendid 
water  from  a  large  tank  near  his  house. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  is  bound  up  with  mine. 
By  it,  it  will  be  seen  that  he  has  done  a  large  amount  of  work 
during  the  year.

Gentlemen, — 

In  drawing  up  my  Annual  Report  for  the  past  year,  I  can 
only  say  that  there  is  not  much  of  importance  outside  the  con¬ 
tents  of  my  journal,  which,  as  you  refer  to  it  monthly,  you  are 
for  the  most  part  acquainted  with  its  contents. 

I  may  mention  the  following  as  a  summary  of  it,  and  of 
the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District  : — 

That  the  District,  although  not  greatly  improved  in  general, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  nothing  has  been  done  on  a  large  scale 
for  improvement,  has,  nevertheless,  advanced  somewhat  on 
account  of  the  individual  sanitary  measures  that  have  been 
undertaken  in  various  directions.  By  the  mention  of  im¬ 
provement  on  a  large  scale  above,  I  refer  to  the  provision  of 
Water  to  Districts  requiring  same,  or  toward  a  Sewage  System 
or  Disposal  Scheme  in  any  particular  portion  of  the  District. 

The  year  having  been  a  very  wet  one,  and  the  usual 
amount  of  hot  weather  having  been  limited,  I  think  there  have, 
perhaps,  been  less  complaint  of  the  existence  of  nuisance  and 
of  the  shortness  of  water  than  might  otherwise  have  been  the 
case.  Although,  upon  inspection,  many  places  have  been 
found  to  require  Drainage  improvement,  and  there  is  yet,  I 
fear,  many  instances  where  there  is  much  room  for  reform  in 
the  matter  of  sanitation. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  remains  the  same  as  last 
year,  with  the  exception  of  one  instance,  where  it  was  found 
necessary  to  close  a  contaminated  well,  the  supply  of  water 
now  being  obtained  from  the  Bristol  Water  Works  Company, 
although  the  same  is  not  actually  laid  on  to  the  cottages,  but 
supplied  through  a  tap  of  previous  existence  in  an  adjoining 
premises. 


The  Dairies  and  utensils  used  are  kept  in  a  cleanly  con¬ 
dition  throughout  the  District  ;  many  dairymen  and  purveyors 
of  milk,  in  fact,  not  bringing  their  milk  into  a  dairy  at  all,  but 
deliver  it  direct  from  the  field  or  cowshed,  except  during  a 
short  period  in  the  hot  weather,  when  it  is  taken  in  and  passed 
through  the  refrigerator. 

The  District  has,  fortunately,  been  very  free  from  infec¬ 
tions  disease.  There  is,  at  present,  only  one  case  in  the  whole 
District,  which  is  one  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  cases  that  have  existed  have  been  carefully  treated 
by  disinfection  and  fumigation  as  required. 

There  has  been  a  question  as  to  whether  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  at  Ham  Green,  has  been  responsible  for  any  of  the 
cases  at  Pill.  In  one  instance  only  has  there  been  any  sup¬ 
posed  connection,  and  that  was  not  admitted  and,  perhaps, 
doubtful.  I  understand  that  every  precaution  is  taken  by  the 
officials,  &c  ,  at  the  Hospital  to  prevent  outside  spread  of  any 
disease,  and  that  certain  rules  have  to  be  complied  with  before 
officers,  attendants,  &c.,  are  permitted  to  leave  the  premises. 

The  houses  temporary  closed  during  last  year  were,  at  the 
beginning  of  this  year,  allowed  to  re-occupied,  the  necessary 
repairs  having  been  executed. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  as  to  the 
very  insanitary  condition  of  the  drainage  of  Rock  Road, 
Yatton,  and  the  occupiers  were  ordered  by  the  magistrates  to 
abate  the  nuisance,  and  for  that  purpose  several  of  the  houses 
have  been  drained  into  independent  cesspits  within  their  own 
garden,  and  all  are  now  in  hand  or  finished  except  three,  t  he 
time  allowed  by  the  magistrates’  order  has  not  yet  expired.
